I  submit  for  your  information  and  consideration  my  twenty-fourth 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your  District. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  Rural  District  of  Ringwood  and  Fordingbridge  forms  most  of 
the  south-west  boundary  of  the  administrative  County  of  Hampshire, 
extending  some  sixteen  miles  from  Wiltshire  in  the  north  to  Christchurch 
in  the  south.  The  District  is  traversed  by  the  River  Avon  which  runs 
through  a  fertile  valley  to  the  west  of  which  are  heathlands  extending 
into  Dorset  and  on  the  east  the  forests  and  heaths  of  the  New  Forest. 

The  District  is  comprised  of  sixteen  parishes  and  covers  an  area  of 
some  140  square  miles.  The  parishes  are  of  very  varied  size  and  popula¬ 
tion.  The  whole  District  shows  a  progressively  rising  population  as  the 
result  of  immigration,  there  having  been  an  increase  of  60%  since  the 
war. 

Agriculture,  particularly  dairy  farming  is  a  major  industry  and  there 
is  a  vast  aircraft  factory,  a  foundry  engaged  in  the  production  of  motor 
car  parts,  extensive  gravel  workings  and  a  selection  of  light  industry. 

The  recent  white  paper  envisages  considerable  changes  with  the 
proposal  that  the  District  should  be  cleft  in  twain,  the  southern  part  pass¬ 
ing  with  Christchurch  into  a  new  administrative  area,  in  effect  Dorset, 
and  the  northern  part  remaining  in  Hampshire.  This  does  not  find  favour 
locally.

LUNG  CANCER : 

22  deaths  occurred  from  lung  cancer,  a  considerable  decrease  from 
last  year’s  record  total  of  34.  This  however  is  of  no  statistical  significance; 
what  is  significant  is  that  lung  cancer  has  caused  the  deaths  of  194  local 
people  in  the  past  ten  years,  of  whom  122  have  died  in  the  last  five  years. 
The  rising  trend  is  all  too  apparent. 

The  national  death  rate  continues  to  rise  steadily.  30,218  deaths 
occurred  in  1970,  455  more  than  the  previous  year. 

In  January  1971  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  issued  a  new  re¬ 
port  “Smoking  and  Health  Now”.  This  again  emphasised  the  dangers 
of  smoking  particularly  cigarettes,  and  showed  how  it  shortens  life  and 
that  many  die  prematurely  in  their  prime.  At  about  the  same  time  a  re¬ 
port  to  the  World  Health  Organisation  was  published  which  made  similar 
points,  indicting  smoking  as  a  cause  or  a  factor  in  lung  cancer,  coronary 
heart  disease  and  chronic  bronchitis.  It  is  agreed  that  little  impact  has 
yet  been  made  on  the  smoking  habits  of  the  population  and  the  W.H.O. 
report  says  —  “From  the  point  of  view  of  controlling  smoking  the  pri¬ 
mary  need  in  most  countries  is  to  encourage  more  people  to  spend  more 
time  thinking  about  their  smoking  and  to  decide  to  do  something  about 
it”. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 

1.  Laboratory  Facilities 

The  area  is  served  by  two  constituent  laboratories  of  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service.  One  is  at  Poole  General  Hospital  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Dr.  G.  J.  G.  King  and  the  other  at  Odstock  Hospital,  Salisbury, 
where  the  Director  is  Dr.  P.  J.  Wormald.  Both  Directors  are  available 
as  consultants  in  field  work.

3.  Tuberculosis 

The  clinic  facilities  for  the  treatment,  prevention,  and  after-care  of 
this  infection  are  provided  jointly  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and 
the  County  Council.  Cases  south  of  Fordingbridge  come  under  the  care 
of  the  Chest  Physician  at  Christchurch,  and  those  in  the  northern  part 
of  the  area  under  the  Chest  Physician  at  Salisbury.  Chest  Physicians 
hold  joint  appointments,  and  Health  Visitors  are  provided  by  the  County 
Council.

5.  School  Health  Service 

School  medical  inspections  are  carried  out  periodically  by  Assistant 
County  Medical  Officers  and  Health  Visitors. 

Special  clinics  are  held  at  the  County  Council  Health  Clinic,  Christ¬ 
church,  and  at  the  County  Council  Dental  Clinic  in  Ringwood. 


6.  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria ,  Whooping  Cough ,  Tetanus  and 
Poliomyelitis  and  Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

Treatment  is  carried  out  by  family  doctors  and  at  child  health 
clinics  and  schools.  Much  of  the  primary  immunisation  is  now  organised 
and  the  records  maintained  by  the  County  computer.  Initially  the 
mother’s  consent  to  immunisation  is  obtained  by  her  Health  Visitor 
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and  thereafter  the  computer  selects  children  due  for  each  stage  of  im¬ 
munisation  at  the  appropriate  time,  prints  an  appointment  post  card  and 
prepares  a  nominal  list  for  the  relevant  doctor.  Missed  appointments  are 
re-invited  and  completed  immunisation  records  are  fed  back  into  the 
computer.  There  is  already  evidence  that  the  process  is  encouraging  a 
high  level  of  immunisation.

7.  Measles  Vaccination 

Difficulty  with  the  supply  of  vaccine  during  1969,  and  some  adverse 
publicity,  resulted  in  a  decline  in  the  demand  for  vaccination.  As  a  result 
the  national  notifications  of  Measles  increased  during  1970  when  it  had 
been  hoped  that  they  might  progressively  decrease.  Our  own  notifications 
also  rose  to  a  small  extent. 

However,  vaccination  has  proceeded  in  this  District  at  a  reasonable 
level  and  epidemics  such  as  we  have  seen  in  the  past  should  not  recur. 
Under  the  influence  of  computer  invitations  the  infant  immunisation  rate 
should  improve.

8.  Rubella  (German  Measles)  Vaccination 

German  Measles  is  a  virus  infection  commonly  occurring  in  chil¬ 
dren,  which  is  in  itself  mild  and  rarely  causes  complications.  However, 
should  a  pregnant  woman  contract  the  disease,  especially  in  the  first 
trimester,  there  is  an  excellent  chance  that  the  baby  will  be  born  physi¬ 
cally  or  mentally  handicapped.  An  effective  vaccine  has  now  been 
evolved  and  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  decided  dur¬ 
ing  1970  to  offer  vaccination  to  girls  between  the  ages  of  11  and  14, 
commencing  with  age  13  and  eventually  covering  the  whole  age  group. 
Schools  were  circulated  during  the  autumn  and  a  good  response  was 
obtained.

WATER  SUPPLIES  : 

The  District  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  mains  of  the  West 
Hampshire  Water  Company  whose  principal  works  are  in  the  Borough 
of  Christchurch,  where  the  supply  is  taken  from  the  River  Avon.  In  1957 
the  Company  developed  an  additional  source  from  deep  boreholes  in  the 
chalk  at  Hale  Park  and  this  now  supplies  most  of  this  District.  The  bore¬ 
hole  water  is  subjected  to  marginal  chlorination  and  is  treated  to  remove 
excess  dissolved  carbon  dioxide  and  iron. 

Raw  and  treated  waters  from  the  Hale  bores  are  examined  twice 
a  week  at  the  Company’s  own  water  testing  laboratory  which  is  in  charge 
of  a  qualified  chemist  and  bacteriologist.  In  addition,  periodic  samples 
are  sent  to  an  outside  laboratory. 

During  the  year  6  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  sources  of 
supply  other  than  the  mains;  3  of  these  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.

This  sample  is  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  has  a  reaction  on  the 
alkaline  side  of  neutrality  and  is  free  from  metals.  The  water  is  hard  in 
character  but  its  hardness  and  its  content  of  mineral  and  saline  con¬ 
stituents  in  solution  are  not  excessive.  The  water  conforms  to  the  highest 
standard  of  organic  quality  and  is  also  of  very  satisfactory  bacterial 
purity. 

These  results  indicate  a  pure  and  wholesome  water  suitable  for 
public  supply  purposes. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  : 

The  final  stage  of  the  St.  Leonards  and  St.  Ives  scheme  was  com¬ 
pleted.  There  remains  only  the  Avon  Castle  section  of  the  original 
scheme  which  has  been  deferred. 

The  Sandleheath  scheme  was  completed  together  with  additions  to 
the  Fordingbridge  disposal  works. 

The  first  part  of  the  Burley  scheme  commenced  in  May  and  should 
be  completed  in  Summer  1971.  Further  stages  will  follow  on. 

There  is  a  proposal  to  sewer  the  major  part  of  the  built  up  area  of 
Hale  for  disposal  at  the  Downton  works  of  the  Salisbury  and  Wilton

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MILK  AND  DAIRIES  : 

Milk  production  in  the  area  is  supervised  by  officials  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  Retail  Distribution  is  supervised  by 
officers  of  this  Council.

SAMPLING  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  : 

The  County  Council  is  the  sampling  authority  and  the  following 
report  on  sampling  within  this  District  has  been  kindly  supplied  by  Mr. 
J.  S.  Preston,  Chief  Sampling  Officer  : 

During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1971,  124  samples  were  pro¬ 
cured  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  within  the  area  of  the  Ring- 
wood  and  Fordingbridge  Rural  District  Council. 

Milk  Samples 

78  samples  of  milk  including  ten  of  “Channel  Islands”  were  ob¬ 
tained,  two  being  unsatisfactory.  The  samples  were  unsatisfactory  due 
to  low  Solids  Not  Fat  content,  through  natural  causes  but  aggravated  by 
an  addition  of  1%  of  water.  This  was  owing  to  inadequate  drainage 
operations  of  the  milking  plant.  In  both  cases  the  attention  of  the  pro¬ 
ducers  was  drawn  to  the  fact  that  more  attention  should  be  paid  to  the 
drainage  operation  to  ensure  that  further  complaints  do  not  occur.  Follow 
up  samples  have  proved  satisfactory. 
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Miscellaneous  Samples 

46  samples  of  articles  other  than  milk  were  obtained,  three  being 
the  subject  of  adverse  reports.  These  were  as  follows  : 

(1)  A  partly  used  carton  of  cream  was  submitted  by  a  consumer 
and  was  found  to  be  8%  deficient  in  fat.  The  cream  was  in  a 
badly  curdled  condition  when  received  from  the  complainant  and  there 
was  no  certainty  that  it  was  representative  of  the  original  purchase.  Other 
samples  of  similar  products  from  the  same  packer  have  all  been  satis¬ 
factory  and  in  the  circumstances,  no  further  action  was  taken. 

(2)  and  (3)  Two  samples  of  sherry  were  obtained  at  a  public 
house  and  were  served  from  small  barrels  labelled  “Sherry  from  the 
Wood”.  In  addition,  one  was  marked  “Medium  Dry  Sherry”  the  other 
“Cream  Sherry”.  It  was  ascertained  that  the  casks  had  been  filled  from 
casks  of  British  Sherry,  and  this  was  confirmed  by  analysis.  The  term 
“Sherry”  without  qualification  denotes  the  produce  of  Spain.  Legal  pro¬ 
ceedings  were  instituted  and  fines  of  £20.00  together  with  costs  of  £14.00 
were  imposed. 

General 

In  addition  to  the  samples  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
the  usual  attention  was  given  to  the  labels  and  description  of  food  and 
drugs  under  the  provisions  of  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order  and  the 
Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act.  No  discrepancies  of  consequence  occurred. 

FOOD  AND  FOOD  PREMISES  : 

The  systematic  survey  of  food  premises  continues.  1 1  were  inspected 
for  the  first  time  and  there  were  46  re-inspections.  The  general  standard 
remains  satisfactory. 

HOUSING  : 

39  Council  Houses  were  completed  during  the  year  and  there  was 
a  small  increase  in  the  waiting  list  for  Council  Houses. 

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  private  houses  constructed. 

The  systematic  survey  of  unfit  houses  continues;  70  houses  were 
inspected,  7  unfit  houses  were  demolished  and  50  were  made  fit  by 
formal  or  informal  action.

No  action  was  necessary  under  this  Section. 
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HURN  AIRPORT  : 

The  Airport  belongs  to  the  County  Borough  of  Bournemouth  and 
the  County  of  Dorset  and  is  controlled  by  a  joint  committee.  It  is  opened 
daily  from  8  a.m.  to  9.30  p.m.  There  is  one  scheduled  air  service 
but  charter  flights  form  the  main  passenger  traffic.  In  addition  the  air¬ 
port  is  used  for  flight  testing  and  flying  training  and  there  is  an  impor¬ 
tant  Air  Traffic  Control  School. 

During  the  past  year  aircraft  movements  have  increased  by  36% 
and  passengers  have  increased  to  74,179. 

Dr.  Cauchi  and  myself  remain  on  call  for  emergency  port  health 
duties,  but  were  again  not  required. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS  : 

The  only  public  swimming  bath  in  the  District  is  the  open  air  pool 
at  Ringwood  which  is  run  by  the  Parish  Council  and  which  was  fully 
described  in  the  1959  report.  The  water  is  drawn  from  the  mains  and 
is  continuously  circulated,  filtered  and  chlorinated. 

29  samples  from  the  pool  were  subjected  to  laboratory  examination 
with  satisfactory  results  on  each  occasion. 

GENERAL  REMARKS  : 

The  health  of  the  District  was  satisfactory'  throughout  the  year. 

Notifications  of  infectious  disease  were  extremely  low  though  there 
was  more  Measles  than  might  have  been  hoped. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  rose  by  170  to  30,920.  This  is 
the  smallest  annual  increase  for  ten  years. 

The  birth  rate  fell  below  last  year’s  record  low  figure  and  is  again 
the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  District.  There  were  4  fewer  births  than 
the  previous  year. 

There  was  a  small  rise  in  the  infant  mortality  rate. 

Deaths  decreased  by  41  to  521  and  after  adjustment  the  death  rate 
was  well  below  the  national  figure.  Deaths  exceeded  births  by  157.  60% 
of  deaths  were  inhabitants  over  the  age  of  75. 

Continued  progress  is  being  made  with  slum  clearance. 

Most  of  the  major  sewage  disposal  schemes  are  now  complete  and 
what  remains  are  smaller  built  up  areas  or  extensions  to  existing  schemes. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  again  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Council  for  their  kindness  and  consideration,  my  colleagues  in 
other  departments  for  their  advice  and  assistance,  and  in  particular,  Mr. 
Upstone  and  his  Staff  for  their  pleasant  co-operation.

HOUSING 
Slum  Clearance 

70  houses  were  inspected  and  reports  made  to  the  Housing  Commit¬ 
tee  in  respect  of  22  dwellings  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  not  capable 
of  being  made  fit  at  reasonable  expense.  7  dwellings  were  demolished  and 
3  made  fit,  and  a  further  47  made  fit  as  a  result  of  informal  action. 

The  next  two  to  three  years  should  see  the  end  of  slum  clearance  as 
such;  fuller  advantage  is  being  taken  of  the  various  Grants  available  to 
house  owners,  which  should  effectively  prevent  the  formation  of  new 
areas  of  unfit  housing. 

The  following  summary  shows  the  number  of  dwellings  dealt  with 
by  demolition,  closing  and  repair  under  the  Housing  and  Public  Health 
Acts  since  the  Slum  Clearance  Campaign  commenced  in  1956  :

Improvements  and  Conversions 

The  Council  agreed  in  October,  1969,  to  re-introduce  Discretionary 
Improvement  Grants  (which  had  been  suspended  in  January,  1965,  as 
a  result  of  the  financial  situation)  up  to  a  ceiling  of  £10  000.00,  subject 
to  review,  and  during  1970  raised  this  ceiling  to  £20  000.00.  7  applica¬ 
tions  for  Grant  were  approved  for  a  total  sum  of  £5  654.00.  An  applica¬ 

tion  in  respect  of  alterations  to  form  8  flats  from  the  6  Almshouses  at  The 
Quadrant,  Fordingbridge,  approved  in  principle  in  1968,  was  agreed  in 
the  sum  of  £8  000.00.  Since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  in  1951,  241 
applications  have  been  approved.  At  the  31st  December,  1970,  the  total 
amount  paid  in  Discretionary  Improvement  Grants,  allowing  for  Grants 
withdrawn  or  repaid,  amounted  to  £80  715.00,  the  total  amount  ap¬ 
proved  being  £96  641.00. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 

38  applications  for  Standard  Grant  were  approved,  the  total  possible 
maximum  Grant  involved  being  £8  747.00;  the  Housing  Act,  1969,  raised 
the  amount  of  Standard  Grant  from  £155.00  to  £200.00,  with  provision 
for  additional  sums  where  another  building  is  required  to  be  constructed 
or  adapted  to  form  a  bathroom,  where  drainage  is  to  a  cesspool  or  septic 
tank  instead  of  the  public  sewer,  and  where  a  piped  water  supply  is  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  first  time.  The  maximum  Grant  payable  for  any  scheme 
is  £450.00.  447  Standard  Grants  have  been  approved  since  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  the  scheme  in  June,  1959.  At  the  31st  December,  1970,  the  total 
amount  paid,  allowing  for  Grants  withdrawn  or  repaid,  amounted  to 
£50  127.00,  the  total  amount  approved  being  £74  537.00.

Applications  for  site  licences  were  refused  in  19  instances  where 
Planning  permission  had  been  refused. 

Legal  proceedings  were  successful  in  respect  of  a  caravan  used  with¬ 
out  Planning  permission  or  site  licence,  and  the  site  occupier  fined;  a  case 
deferred  for  twelve  months  in  1968  and  again  in  1969  was  further  de¬ 
ferred  for  a  similar  period,  having  regard  to  the  personal  circumstances 
of  the  occupant. 

There  are  10  sites  in  the  District,  each  limited  to  a  maximum  of  5 
caravans  at  any  one  time,  which  are  covered  by  Certificates  given  to 
Exempted  Organisations  by  the  Department  of  the  Environment  where 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Department  is  satisfied  that  their  objects 
include,  among  other  things,  the  encouragement  or  promotion  of  recrea¬ 
tional  activities;  under  these  circumstances  the  Council  is  unable  to  im¬ 
pose  any  conditions  on  the  site  operator,  as  would  be  possible  if  a  licence 
were  issued. 

The  Forestry  Commission  caravanning  and  camping  site  at  Holmsley 
Airfield,  extending  to  approximately  35  acres,  has  accommodation  for  a 
population  of  2,000  (500  caravans  and  250  tents)  and  is  full  to  capacity 
in  the  holiday  season. 

10  families  are  accommodated  on  the  12  standings  at  The  Gravel 
Pit,  Godshill,  a  site  leased  by  the  Council  in  1962  and  reserved  for  the 
use  of  gypsies,  travellers  and  the  like. 

The  Council’s  own  site  at  North  Poulner  Road,  Ringwood,  opened 
in  April,  1965,  has  98  standings  each  with  separate  store  and  water 
closet,  electricity  connection,  water  supply  and  television  point;  there  is 
a  shop,  toilet  and  laundry  block,  and  a  resident  warden.  Since  the  site 
was  first  opened  38  standings  have  been  reserved  and  paid  for  by  the 
County  Council  for  the  re-siting  of  caravans  from  sites  to  be  compulsorily 
acquired  for  afforestation  purposes  or  subject  to  Enforcement  Notices; 
these  have  never  been  occupied  and  are  not  now  required  by  the  County. 
The  Council  considered  whether  the  site  should  eventually  be  run  down 
and  re-developed  by  the  erection  of  permanent  houses,  but  a  Planning 
application  to  this  effect  was  refused  as  being  premature.  Some  re¬ 
arrangement  of  the  layout  has  become  necessary  owing  to  the  incidence 
of  larger  caravans  (some  are  over  40ft.  in  length  and  18ft.  in  width) 
which  contravene  conditions  with  regard  to  spacing  etc.,  and  this  will 
result  in  a  loss  of  approximately  10  standings. 

Four  hundred  and  forty-one  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  269 

2  annual  licences  to  use  moveable  dwellings  on  sites  with  Planning 
permission  or  existing  use  rights  were  renewed. 

There  are  6  sites  in  the  District  licensed  for  camping  with  tents,  with 
a  total  of  400  tents.  Sites  cannot  be  controlled  under  this  Section  if  used 
for  less  than  42  consecutive  days  or  less  than  60  days  in  any  one  year. 

Thirty-eight  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 
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REHABILITATION  CENTRE,  THORNEYHILL 

Of  the  3  families  to  which  the  Council  had  agreed  to  give  priority 
for  housing,  one  was  housed  at  Burley  and  the  other  two  will  be  housed 
at  Sandy  Plot,  Burton  on  completion  of  the  new  extension.  A  special  Sub- 
Committee  met  representatives  of  the  County  Welfare  Committee  and 
recommended  that  a  further  3  families  should  be  housed  as  soon  as 
vacancies  occurred  in  Christchurch  East  Parish,  and  agreed  that  the  6 
families  remaining  at  the  Centre  would  be  considered  for  housing  at 
Thorneyhill  when  they  were  fit  for  this,  subject  to  vacancies  being  created 
there.  The  Sub-Committee  made  it  clear  to  the  County  Welfare  Commit¬ 
tee  that  they  considered,  in  view  of  the  capital  expended  on  providing  the 
Rehabilitation  Centre,  that  it  should  be  retained  so  long  as  the  need  for 
it  existed,  which  appeared  to  be  for  some  considerable  time  to  come. 

GYPSY  CAMPS 

The  2  remaining  families  from  Millersford  Bottom,  Woodgreen  have 
been  housed  without  rehabilitation  in  Council  dwellings  at  Tinkers  Cross, 
Fordingbridge,  and  this  site  is  now  unoccupied  and  has  been  compulsorily 
acquired  by  the  County  Council. 

Part  II  of  the  Caravan  Sites  Act,  1968  which  deals  with  the  duty 
of  a  local  authority  to  provide  sites  for  gypsies  residing  in  or  resorting 
to  their  area,  came  into  effect  on  the  1st  April;  local  authorities  in  this 
instance  do  not  include  rural  district  councils.  The  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  agreed  that  he  was  satisfied  with  the  measures 
already  taken  by  the  Hampshire  County  Council,  who  acknowledged  the 
co-operation  received  from  district  councils  in  re-housing  gypsies  from 
rehabilitation  centres  and  static  sites,  and  stated  that  he  would  not  re¬ 
quire  them  to  take  any  further  action  in  the  County. 

Since  1949  the  Council  has  housed  a  total  of  65  families  of  gypsies 
or  those  with  gypsy  antecedents. 

Thirteen  visits  and  inspections  were  made.

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SEWERAGE 

The  installation  of  the  V.H.F.  radiotelephone  sewage  pumping  sta¬ 
tion  High  Level  Warning  System  was  completed.  There  is  radio  com¬ 
munication  between  10  pumping  stations  and  4  vehicles  via  a  control  at 
the  Public  Offices,  and  further  pumping  stations,  as  and  when  built,  can 
be  connected  to  the  System. 

An  approach  was  received  from  the  Godshill  Village  Council  for  the 
public  sewer  to  be  extended  from  Fordingbridge  to  serve  this  village,  and 
I  was  instructed  to  prepare  a  report  on  future  sewerage  schemes  for  the 
District  with  recommended  priorities.  At  the  end  of  the  year  a  public 
sewer  was  available  to  7,023  dwelling  houses  out  of  a  total  of  11,362;  a 
further  757  dwellings  will  be  served  when  Schemes  already  under  con¬ 
struction  or  agreed  in  principle  are  completed. 

Ringwood 

During  the  year  150  premises  were  connected  to  the  sewer,  making 
a  total  at  31st  December  of  3,032,  including  628  Council  houses. 

The  recorded  flow  of  sewage  passing  through  the  Works  during  the 
year  was  204,370,000  gallons,  the  highest  daily  flow  of  1,494,000  gallons 
being  recorded  in  February  and  the  lowest,  316,000,  in  December.  All 
samples  but  one  of  effluent  examined  were  satisfactory,  that  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  discharge  of  sewage  through  the  storm  overflow  tanks  not 
being  so. 

The  Ministry  approved  the  Consulting  Engineers’  revised  estimate 
of  £22  107.00  for  the  installation  of  sludge  digestion  heating  units  at  the 
Disposal  Works;  a  tender  of  £9  035.00  was  accepted  for  civil  engineering 
works  and  erection  of  housing,  and  work  commenced  in  May.  Delay  was 
experienced  in  delivery  of  plant  but  it  is  anticipated  the  units  will  be 
in  commission  by  April,  1971. 

Fordingbridge 

During  the  year  182  premises  were  connected  to  the  sewer,  making 
a  total  at  31st  December  of  1,170,  including  275  Council  houses. 

Two  lengths  of  sewer,  of  340ft.  and  2,082ft.,  laid  by  private  devel¬ 
opers  and  serving  8  dwellings  and  77  dwellings  respectively,  were  satis¬ 
factorily  completed  and  taken  over  as  public  sewers. 

Work  on  the  Sandleheath  Scheme  and  alterations  and  additions  to 
the  Disposal  Works  at  Fordingbridge,  for  which  a  tender  of  £81  417.00 
was  accepted  and  which  commenced  late  in  1968,  was  completed. 

Due  to  the  reconstruction  of  these  Works  the  recorder  was  out  of 
action  for  long  periods  and  there  is  no  record  of  the  total  annual  flow. 
The  highest  daily  flow  recorded  was  in  December,  341,000  gallons,  and 
the  lowest,  101,000  gallons,  in  May.  All  samples  of  effluent  taken  by  the 
Avon  and  Dorset  River  Authority  were  satisfactory. 

Burton  and  Winkton 

During  the  year  76  premises  were  connected  to  the  sewer,  making 
a  total  at  31st  December  of  717,  including  179  Council  houses. 
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Bransgore  and  Thorneyhill 

During  the  year  38  premises  were  connected  to  the  sewer,  making 
a  total  at  31st  December  of  568,  including  114  Council  houses. 

Flow  recorded  as  being  pumped  to  Christchurch  Sewage  Disposal 
Works,  for  the  twelve  months  ended  31st  December,  taken  at  No.  1 
Pumping  Station,  Bransgore,  was  28,972,000  gallons. 

St.  Leonards  and  St.  Ives 

During  the  year  191  premises  were  connected  to  the  sewer,  making 
a  total  at  31st  December  of  860,  including  33  Council  houses. 

Estimated  flow  discharged  to  the  Wimborne  and  Cranborne  Rural 
District  Council  Works  at  Palmers  Ford  for  the  twelve  months  ended 
31st  December  was  30,330,720  gallons.  It  is  evident  that  considerable 
quantities  of  surface  water  enter  the  foul  sewer  at  times  of  heavy  rain¬ 
fall.  This  was  especially  noticeable  during  November  (rainfall  recorded 
in  Ringwood  was  8.30")  and  the  sewage  flow  was  estimated  to  be 
1,449,630  gallons  more  than  the  previous  month. 

Stage  IIB,  commenced  in  September,  1968,  was  completed.  The  only 
unsewered  area  now  remaining  from  the  originally  agreed  Scheme  is  the 
Avon  Castle  section,  which  includes  Ashley  and  part  of  the  St.  Ives  Wood 
Estate,  and  contains  some  240  dwellings. 

Burley 

A  tender  of  £126  717.83  was  accepted  for  Stage  I  of  this  Scheme, 
to  include  Burley  Village  and  the  whole  of  the  pumping  main  to  Ring- 
wood  Disposal  Works;  work  commenced  in  May,  the  contract  period 
being  15  months,  and  good  progress  is  being  made. 

Application  was  made  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment  for 
formal  approval  of  Stage  II,  covering  Bisterne  Close,  Burley  Lawn,  Dur¬ 
mast  Corner  and  Mill  Lawn,  and  also  including  the  Cottesmore  House 
Youth  Hostel  area,  estimated  to  cost  £102  700.00.  Stage  III,  the  Burley 
Street  section,  will  provide  sewerage  facilities  for  74  dwellings,  and  is 
programmed  to  follow  directly  after  Stage  II. 

Hale 

The  Council  approved  in  principle  the  provision  of  a  public  sewer  to 
serve  14  existing  Council  houses,  together  with  8  proposed  and  some  78 
private  dwellings,  estimated  to  cost  £35  500.00,  to  connect  to  the  sewer¬ 
age  system  of  the  Salisbury  and  Wilton  Rural  District  Council,  and  the 
Consulting  Engineers  were  instructed  to  prepare  a  Scheme. 

Exhausting  of  Cesspools  and  Septic  Tanks 

During  1970  occupiers  of  1,276  premises  took  advantage  of  this 
scheme,  whereby  the  Council  bears  half  the  cost  of  exhausting  cesspools 
and  septic  tanks  of  dwelling  houses  and  business  premises  where  public 
sewers  are  not  available,  at  a  cost  of  £8  444.00  to  the  Council  plus  ad¬ 
ministrative  expenses;  this  compares  with  1,495  premises  in  1969  and 
1,834  in  1968.  The  Cleansing  Service  twice  increased  their  charges  dur¬ 
ing  the  year,  by  approximately  10%  and  then  15%. 
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SURFACE  WATER  DRAINAGE 

Works  to  the  Clockhouse  Stream  (the  Bransgore  Surface  Water 
Drainage  Scheme)  continued  throughout  the  year  and  are  approaching 
the  final  stages;  they  are  being  carried  out  by  the  Avon  and  Dorset  River 
Authority  on  behalf  of  this  Council. 

Negotiations  with  the  County  Council  are  still  in  progress  regarding 
their  contribution  to  the  proposed  improvement  of  Sweatford  Water, 
Fordingbridge,  for  v/hich  the  Avon  and  Dorset  River  Authority  has  pro¬ 
duced  a  scheme  estimated  to  cost  £4  718.00  and  which  this  Council  has 
approved  in  principle. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  Council  agreed  that,  as  from  April,  1971  the  weekly  kerbside 
refuse  collection  would  be  extended  to  include  all  households  in  the  Dis¬ 
trict;  at  present  this  is  confined  to  the  Parish  of  Ringwood  and  the  Light¬ 
ing  Area  of  Fordingbridge,  other  parts  of  the  District  having  a  fortnightly 
collection  only.  Dustbins  are  collected  from  within  the  curtilage  of 
premises  where  the  occupant  produces  a  doctor’s  certificate  of  incapacity, 
but  in  all  other  cases  receptacles  are  required  to  be  placed  outside 
premises  as  near  as  practicable  to  the  roadway  along  which  the  freighter 
proceeds. 

71,117  cubic  yards  of  refuse  was  collected  throughout  the  District 
and  disposed  of  at  the  Dump  at  Verwood  Road,  Somerley.  The  refuse 
collection  vehicles  covered  a  total  mileage  of  53,676  during  the  year, 
compared  with  53,272  in  1969.

The  cost  of  cleansing  these  roads  (some  £5  000.00  annually)  is  nor¬ 
mally  reimbursed  by  the  County  Council.  A  reply  is  still  awaited  from 
the  Department  of  the  Environment  who  were  asked  to  arbitrate  in  a 
dispute  between  this  Council  and  the  County  Council  regarding  payment 
for  street  cleansing  during  April,  May  and  June,  1968,  which  was  with¬ 
held  by  the  County  for  economic  reasons. 

A  Blaw  Knox  mechanical  street  sweeping  machine  was  purchased 
for  the  sum  of  £2  300.00  and  came  into  use  in  May. 
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Litter 

The  Council  operates  a  full-time  collection  service  which  besides  the 
emptying  of  receptacles  includes  picking  up  litter  dumped  on  verges  and 
picnic  spots  :  54  receptacles  are  sited  throughout  the  District.  A  contri¬ 
bution  at  the  rate  of  £11.25  per  week  in  the  summer  months  and  £2.25 
in  the  winter  months  is  made  by  the  County  Council  in  respect  of  collec¬ 
tions  at  lay-byes  etc. 

The  Council  exhibited  posters  and  co-operated  with  the  “Keep 
Britain  Tidy”  Group  in  their  special  campaign  for  European  Conserva¬ 
tion  Year.

Consequent  upon  industrial  action,  taken  nationally  but  not  directly 
affecting  this  District,  the  National  joint  Council  for  Local  Authorities’ 
Services  (Manual  Workers)  announced  an  award  of  an  overall  increase 
in  pay  of  £2.50  per  week  for  all  workers,  which  was  ratified  by  the  Coun¬ 
cil  and  came  into  effect  on  the  9th  November. 


Following  the  Council’s  agreement  in  principle  in  1969  to  the  re¬ 
quirement  of  the  National  Joint  Council  that  an  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme 
be  introduced  by  all  local  authorities  by  1972,  Consultants  were  engaged 
and  a  Work  Study  undertaken;  it  was  agreed  that  the  weekly  collection 
of  refuse  in  those  Parishes  not  already  receiving  this  service  be  incor¬ 
porated  as  part  of  the  increased  productivity,  and  envisaged  that  the 
Bonus  Scheme,  together  with  new  collection  schedules,  would  commence 
in  April,  1971.

During  the  year  the  Karrier  Bantam  Freighter  was  renewed  and  the 
1961  model  disposed  of,  and  the  Blaw  Knox  street  sweeping  vehicle  pur¬ 
chased.  It  was  agreed  that  the  reserve  freighter  of  1958  manufacture  be 
replaced  by  a  50/60  cubic  yard  Pakamatic  in  the  year  1970/71,  the  1959 
freighter  similarly  replaced  in  1971/72,  and  the  1961  vehicle  modified 
to  comply  with  those  parts  of  the  Motor  Vehicles  (Construction  and  Use) 
Regulations,  1966,  which  come  into  force  in  1972  and  retained  as  re¬ 
serve;  also  that  the  two  oldest  vans,  of  1959  and  1960  manufacture,  be 
replaced. 

CAR  PARKS 

The  surfaced  car  park  at  The  Furlong,  Ringwood,  has  accommo¬ 
dation  for  226  cars,  13  lorries  or  coaches  and  20  bicycles,  and  there  is 
temporary  accommodation  for  300  cars  on  the  3.8  acres  of  grassland 
adjoining,  which  this  Council  holds  on  licence  from  the  County  Coun¬ 
cil;  the  revised  siting  of  the  Poulner  Lane  Diversion  will  affect  this  area. 

The  Planning  application  in  respect  of  parking  on  approximately 
1.15  acres  in  the  rear  of  the  Market  Place,  Ringwood,  shown  as  a 
car  park  in  the  Draft  Town  Centre  Plan,  with  access  to  The  Bickerley, 
was  deferred  to  enable  the  Divisional  Planning  Officer  to  complete  the 
preparation  of  a  detailed  alignment  for  the  proposed  service  road  to  the 
rear  of  the  High  Street,  the  southern  boundary  of  which  would  abut  this 
car  park.  No  further  progress  was  made  regarding  the  provision  of  park¬ 
ing  on  the  disused  railway  line,  which  is  being  purchased  by  the  County 
Council,  nor  on  the  widening  of  Bickerley  Road. 

At  Roundhill,  Fordingbridge,  accommodation  exists  for  165  cars  and 
2  coaches  together  with  reserved  areas  for  motor-cycles  and  bicycles. 
Upon  an  approach  from  a  Development  Company  the  Council  agreed 
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in  principle  to  an  exchange  of  part  of  the  existing  car  park  for  adjacent 
land  to  the  south-east,  which  would  be  in  the  Council’s  favour,  subject 
to  the  land  to  be  acquired  first  being  drained  and  surfaced. 

A  joint  Sub-Committee  of  the  Public  Health  and  General  Purposes 
Committee  and  the  Development  Sub-Committee  considered,  inter  alia, 
the  proposed  site  to  the  south  of  the  High  Street,  Fordingbridge,  which 
is  scheduled  for  car  parking  in  the  Township  Plan,  and  agreed  that  nego¬ 
tiations  should  proceed  for  the  acquisition  of  this  site,  and  that  it  be 
agreed  in  principle  that  a  car  park  be  laid  out  over  a  period  of  years. 

The  Council  also  approved  in  principle  a  request  from  the  Christ¬ 
church  East  Parish  Council  for  the  provision  of  a  car  park  on  the  nor¬ 
thern  part  of  Burton  Green,  and  a  Planning  application  was  made. 

Further  consideration  was  given  to  the  provision  of  a  car  park  at 
Burley,  first  considered  in  1963,  in  conjunction  with  the  siting  of  public 
conveniences,  but  a  decision  was  deferred  at  the  request  of  the  Burley 
Parish  Council  until  after  their  annual  meeting. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

Further  investigations  were  made  into  possible  alternative  sites  for 
public  conveniences  in  the  southern  part  of  Ringwood,  but  the  owners 
of  the  two  judged  most  suitable,  the  Community  Centre  car  park  and 
the  War  Memorial  Gardens,  were  unwilling  to  negotiate,  and  the  matter 
was  referred  back  to  the  Parish  Council,  who  had  made  the  original  re¬ 
quest,  for  their  suggestions  as  to  a  site. 

A  request  was  received  from  the  Burley  Parish  Council  for  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  public  conveniences,  made  necessary  by  the  increasing  number 
of  visitors  to  the  village,  particularly  in  the  summer  months,  and  the 
complete  lack  of  public  facilities,  and  the  Council  agreed  in  principle  to 
erect  these,  possibly  in  association  with  a  future  car  park. 

STREET  NAMING  AND  NUMBERING 

Four  new  streets  in  Ringwood  and  one  in  St.  Leonards  were  named 
and  numbered.  One  new  street  in  Fordingbridge  was  named  and  two 
numbered,  and  three  existing  streets  named  and  one  numbered;  this 
completes  the  numbering  of  the  substantial  part  of  the  built-up  area  of 
Fordingbridge.  It  is  hoped  to  commence  the  numbering  of  the  more 
densely  developed  parts  of  the  Parish  of  St.  Leonards  and  St.  Ives  in 
1971. 

MAINTENANCE  OF  OPEN  SPACES  ON  PRIVATE 
HOUSING  ESTATES 

The  Council  has  agreed  in  principle  to  take  over  and  maintain  in 
perpetuity  open  spaces  and  landscaped  areas  on  private  housing  estates, 
subject  to  a  capital  payment  by  the  developers,  each  application  to  be 
considered  on  its  merits.  Four  applications  were  considered,  three  of 
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'which  were  agreed  and  the  other  refused,  where  I  advised  that  the  open 
space  was  too  small  to  be  included  in  the  Council’s  scheme. 

In  connection  with  difficulties  experienced  by  District  Councils  in 
the  implementation  of  such  maintenance  agreements,  a  Working  Party 
of  Clerks  of  Local  Authorities  pressed  for  legislation  to  secure  amend¬ 
ments  in  the  law  and,  although  not  entirely  successful,  some  improvement 
was  achieved.

The  Council  has  power  to  relax  Regulations  in  certain  cases,  others 
must  be  referred  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment;  6  applications 
for  relaxation  regarding  structural  fire  precautions  to  roofs  were  so  re¬ 
ferred,  to  which  the  Council  had  no  objection,  and  all  were  approved  by 
the  Department.  The  Council  approved  relaxation  in  12  cases,  relating 
to  dimensions  of  cesspools,  zones  of  open  space,  room  heights  and  boiler 
flues. 

NEW  STREET  BYELAWS 

11  plans  were  received  and  eight  inspections  made  in  connection 
with  works  of  laying  out  new  streets. 

PRIVATE  STREET  WORKS 

The  County  Surveyor  asked  for  this  Council’s  observations  on  a 
further  street  works  programme  which  was  to  be  submitted  to  the  Min¬ 
istry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  and  requested  certification  by 
this  Council  that  making  up  of  the  roads  named  was  necessary  in  the  in¬ 
terests  of  public  health  or  safety;  this  certification  was  given  and  the 
Council  also  drew  to  the  County  Surveyor’s  attention  three  additional 
roads  in  Ringwood. 

Beechcroft  Lane,  Fieldway,  Gipsy  Lane  and  Oak  Lane,  Ringwood, 
were  made  up  by  the  Country  Council  and  taken  over  as  publicly  main¬ 
tainable  highways,  as  was  Victoria  Road,  Fordingbridge;  the  first  stage 
of  Mount  Park,  Ringwood  and  the  third  and  final  phase  of  Hightown 
Gardens,  both  privately  developed  estates,  were  taken  over,  together  with 
another,  The  Old  Vineries,  at  Fordingbridge.  The  remainder  of  Sandy 
Lane,  St.  Ives  and  St.  Ives  End  Lane,  which  the  County  Council  acknow¬ 
ledged  to  be  ancient  highways,  were  made  up  by  that  Council  and  taken 
over. 

TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  PLANNING 

Development  applications  are  received  by  my  Department,  which 
also  maintains  the  Planning  Register  and  Planning  Index  Maps.  En¬ 
quirers  are  advised  on  Planning  matters  generally  and  inspections  made 
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on  behalf  of  the  Planning  Authority,  to  whom  reports  are  furnished  on 
known  contraventions. 

879  Planning  applications  were  received,  and  eight  hundred  and 
twenty-two  visits  and  inspections  made. 

The  Sub-Committee  of  the  Public  Health  and  General  Purposes 
Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  Ringwood  Town  Centre  Develop¬ 
ment  met  on  several  occasions  and  the  Council  adopted  their  recommen¬ 
dations  that,  subject  to  the  County  Council  consenting  to  meet  one-half 
of  their  annual  retainer,  Messrs.  Chesterton  and  Sons  be  appointed  as 
Consultants  to  the  Council,  that  representations  be  made  to  the  Ministry 
of  Transport  in  an  effort  to  ensure  that  an  early  date  was  fixed  for  the 
Public  Inquiry  regarding  the  Trunk  Road  proposals  and  that  the  County 
Council  be  pressed  to  issue  their  formal  approval  of  the  Ringwood  Town 
Centre  proposals.  The  Consultants  issued  a  preliminary  report,  the 
recommendations  in  which  were  accepted,  and  they  were  instructed  to 
prepare  a  developers’  Brief  to  be  the  subject  of  immediate  discussions 
with  interested  developers. 

A  joint  Sub  committee  of  the  Public  Health  and  General  Purposes 
Committee  and  the  Development  Sub-Committee  considered  and  rejected 
proposed  extensions  to  the  Fordingbridge  Township  Plan  as  being  pre¬ 
mature;  a  proposal  from  a  development  company  for  a  shopping  precinct 
to  the  north  of  the  High  Street,  incorporating  part  of  the  Council’s  car 
park,  with  which  the  Parish  Council  was  in  accord,  was  agreed  in  prin¬ 
ciple. 

Consequent  upon  the  Council’s  strongly  expressed  objections  to  the 
revised  draft  Village  Plan  for  Bransgore,  a  Sub-Committee  was  invited 
to  attend  at  Winchester  to  meet  the  Development  Plan  Sub-Committee, 
and  as  a  result  the  Plan  was  further  revised  to  provide  for  a  population 
of  3,950  persons  in  Bransgore  and  750  in  Neacroft  and  Thorneyhill, 
which  was  accepted  as  a  basis  on  the  understanding  that  the  densities 
were  intended  for  guidance  only,  the  Development  Sub-Committee  to 
have  discretion  as  to  the  densities  to  be  applied  to  particular  sites;  the 
Council  also  considered  there  should  be  an  early  revision  of  the  Plan  to 
secure  development  of  the  whole  of  the  “white”  land  northwards  to  the 
Green  Belt  boundary  west  of  the  Ringwood  Road,  and  favoured  the 
development  of  the  land  west  of  Ringwood  Road. 

The  County  Council  asked  for  the  observations  of  this  Council  on 
the  Draft  Plan  for  Verwood,  and  were  informed  that  in  their  view  in¬ 
adequate  provision  had  been  made  to  deal  with  traffic,  in  particular  the 
volume  of  recreational  traffic  between  the  new  development  and  the  New 
Forest  and  the  industrial  traffic  to  and  from  the  east,  and  also  that  in  the 
early  stage  of  the  development  the  old  railway  line  connecting  with  the 
A. 338  at  Burgate  should  Ije  used  as  a  continuation  of  the  Ferndown  Bye- 
Pass,  which  runs  to  the  west  of  West  Moors  and  crosses  the  Horton  Road 
to  Romford. 
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SOUTH  HAMPSHIRE  AIRPORT  STUDY 

The  Council  was  invited  to  submit  observations  on  the  final  Report 
on  the  Future  of  Air  Transport  etc.  in  the  Coastal  Region  of  Southern 
England,  prepared  by  the  Consultants  appointed  by  the  South  Hamp¬ 
shire  Plan  Advisory  Committee,  and  after  a  special  meeting  of  the  Public 
Health  and  General  Purposes  Committee  resolved  not  to  oppose  the  pro¬ 
posals  but  to  inform  the  Advisory  Committee  that  they  were  seriously 
concerned  regarding  the  noise  and  pollution  likely  to  be  generated  and 
to  request  consultation  on,  inter  alia,  road  closures,  flight  paths,  employ¬ 
ment  for  local  workers  and  the  need  for  a  regional  airport. 

HIGHWAYS 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Public  Health  and  General  Purposes  Com¬ 
mittee,  attended  by  representatives  of  the  Ministry  of  Transport,  the 
County  Planning  Officer,  the  County  Surveyor  and  the  Ringwood  Parish 
Council,  was  held  to  consider  further  revisions  to  the  Poulner  Lane 
Diversion  of  Trunk  Road  A.31,  incorporating  variations  to  overcome  ob¬ 
jections  received,  when  it  was  noted  that  part  of  the  Trunk  Road  would 
be  up  to  10ft.  below  ground  level  to  minimise  noise  and  visual  effect,  the 
roundabout  at  the  A. 338  junction  would  be  smaller  and  further  away 
from  a  residential  estate  and  the  Southampton  Road  A.31  fly-over  would 
be  flanked  by  a  grassed  embankment  instead  of  retaining  walls;  concern 
was  expressed  at  the  relatively  small  size  of  the  roundabout  at  Southamp¬ 
ton  Road /Meeting  House  Lane,  and  also  the  proposals  for  car  parking, 
as  a  traffic  survey  had  indicated  that  a  maximum  of  17,000  vehicles  a 
day  entered  the  town,  but  it  was  resolved  to  raise  no  objection  to  the  new 
proposals  apart  from  reiterating  the  already  expressed  objection  to  the 
siting  of  the  new  Fire  Station  at  67  Christchurch  Road.  It  was  envisaged 
that  a  start  could  be  made  on  construction  works  late  in  1972  with  com¬ 
pletion  within  two  years. 

A  plan  was  received  from  the  County  Surveyor  showing  the  prelim¬ 
inary  scheme  for  a  dual  carriageway  from  the  A. 338  south  of  Horseport, 
Fordingbridge  to  a  point  on  the  A.338  near  Burgate  School,  together  with 
a  request  for  observations;  it  was  agreed  to  raise  no  objection.  This 
scheme  has  been  given  first  priority  in  the  County  Council’s  list  of  Prin¬ 
cipal  Road  Schemes,  but  has  to  compete  with  other  urgent  schemes 
throughout  the  country  in  the  Ministry  of  Transport’s  National  Pro¬ 
gramme. 

LOCAL  AUTHORITIES  (HISTORIC  BUILDINGS)  ACT,  1962 

Of  two  applications  for  Grant  which  were  received  one,  Old  House, 
Fordingbridge  was  deferred  pending  inspection  by  a  Sub-Committee,  and 
the  other,  Fryern  Court,  Fordingbridge,  was  refused. 

Two  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 

DANGEROUS  BUILDINGS 

No  Statutory  action  was  taken. 

Eight  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 
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ROAD  ACCIDENTS 

Quarterly  returns  of  road  accidents  were  received  from  the  Chief 
Constable  of  Hampshire  and  the  Isle  of  Wight,  showing  a  total  of  202 
injury  accidents  and  314  casualties  (9  fatal)  in  this  Rural  District  for  the 
year,  compared  with  194  and  297  (10  fatal)  in  the  previous  year,  and 
giving  a  breakdown  of  causes,  vehicles  and  fatal  or  non-fatal  casualties 
in  separate  classes  of  road  users. 

HOUSING  SITES 

Development  consisting  of  fourteen  3-bedroomed  houses  at  Old  Barn 
Close,  seven  3-bedroomed  houses  with  seven  garages  on  the  former  pre¬ 
fabricated  bungalow  site  at  Eastfield  Lane  and  ten  2-bedroomed  bun¬ 
galows  with  five  garages  on  the  former  pre-fabricated  bungalow  site  at 
Manor  Road,  all  in  Ringwood,  for  which  a  tender  of  £104,767  14s.  8d. 
was  accepted,  and  where  work  commenced  in  June,  1969,  was  completed. 
Eight  of  the  twenty  1-bedroomed  flats  for  aged  persons  at  Albion  Road, 
Fordingbridge,  for  which  a  tender  of  £50  274.00  was  accepted,  and 
which  were  commenced  early  in  the  year,  were  also  completed.  Work 
commenced  on  the  erection  of  sixteen  3-bedroomed  houses  with  thirty- 
seven  garages  on  land  adjoining  the  existing  estate  at  Sandy  Plot,  Burton, 
for  which  a  tender  of  £59,679  10s.  3d.  had  been  accepted,  and  on  a  con¬ 
tract  consisting  of  twenty-five  3-bedroomed  houses,  eight  1-bedroomed 
flats  and  twenty-five  garages  at  Hightown  Road,  Ringwood,  together 
with  two  3-bedroomed  houses  at  Winston  Way,  for  which  a  tender  of 
£119,997  2s.  2d.  was  accepted. 

A  site  of  2.91  acres  at  West  Park  Lane,  Damerham,  opposite  existing 
Council  dwellings,  was  purchased,  detailed  Planning  consent  obtained 
and  tenders  invited  for  the  erection  of  eight  2-bedroomed  bungalows, 
four  3-bedroomed  houses  and  four  garages;  outline  Planning  consent  was 
obtained  for  the  re-development  of  the  pre-fabricated  bungalow  site  at 
Footners  Lane,  Burton,  by  the  erection  of  ten  2-bedroomed  bungalows 
and  nineteen  garages,  for  the  erection  of  three  pairs  of  2-bedroomed  bunga¬ 
lows  for  aged  persons  together  with  fifteen  garages  on  the  site  of  the  old 
prefabricated  bungalows  at  Warnes  Lane,  Burley,  and  for  the  erection 
of  three  pairs  of  3-bedroomed  houses  on  the  remaining  land  at  Meadow 
Close,  Burley. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  site  of  the  pre-fabricated  bungalows  at  The 
Close,  St.  Ives  be  re-developed  by  the  erection  of  four  3-bedroomed 
houses  and  four  2-bedroomed  bungalows,  and  not  four  houses  and  six 
flats  as  provided  for  in  the  existing  Planning  consent,  and  outline  consent 
was  obtained  for  this  revision;  the  seven  3-bedroomed  houses  at  Glenives 
Close,  for  which  outline  consent  has  already  been  obtained,  will  be  pro¬ 
ceeded  with  as  the  first  stage,  in  order  to  rehouse  the  occupants  of  the 
pre-fabricated  dwellings. 

It  was  also  agreed  to  purchase  1.1  acres  of  land  adjoining  Council 
dwellings  at  Hale  and  outline  consent  was  obtained  for  the  erection  of 
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eight  dwellings,  and  also  a  site  of  6.32  acres  at  Elm  Farm,  Hightown, 
Ringwood,  where  consent  for  development  had  already  been  granted,  and 
the  Council’s  Architects  were  instructed  to  prepare  a  layout.  An  appli¬ 
cation  for  Planning  consent  was  made  in  respect  of  a  site  of  4  acres  in 
Ringwood  Road,  Bransgore,  where  the  three  separate  owners  are  willing 
to  sell  to  the  Council,  and  negotiations  regarding  a  separate  access  road 
and  development  independent  of  adjacent  land  are  in  progress. 

Twenty-nine  visits  and  inspections  were  made.

One  hundred  visits  and  inspections  were  made  in  respect  of  the 
maintenance  of  Council  Caravan  Sites. 

Four  enquiries  were  received  from  tenants  interested  in  purchasing 
the  dwellings  in  which  they  lived,  and  negotiations  are  proceeding  in  one 
case. 

Tenders  amounting  to  £8  524.05  were  accepted  for  external  paint¬ 
ing,  including  wall  treatment,  to  371  dwellings;  internal  decorating  works 
were  carried  out  at  a  cost  of  £1  567.00  to  97  dwellings  occupied  by  aged 
or  infirm  tenants.  It  was  decided  that,  because  of  another  increase  in 
cost  and  the  relatively  small  number  of  tenants  making  use  of  the  service, 
the  practice  of  supplying  distemper  and  Ceilingite  should  cease  as  from 
the  31st  March,  1971.  A  tender  of  £2  831.94  was  accepted  for  electrical 
installations  to  145  dwellings,  designed  to  bring  these  up  to  the  minimum 
standard  of  one  13  amp.  point  in  each  room  and  a  cooker  control  panel

in  the  kitchen;  the  practice  of  checking  and  improving  such  installations 
upon  changes  of  tenancy  was  continued.  Fifty  “Alico”  or  “Unity”  ranges 
were  replaced  by  open  fireplaces  at  a  cost  of  £5  350.00.  A  further  36 
immersion  heaters  were  provided  at  tenants’  requests,  making  a  total  of 
737,  a  charge  of  2^p  per  week  being  made  to  the  tenant. 

Warnes  Lane,  Burley,  where  the  County  Surveyor  insisted  upon  the 
installation  of  street  lighting,  was  made  up  to  County  standard  at  a  total 
cost  of  £7  592.45;  the  works  incorporated  the  provision  of  a  cattle  grid 
to  keep  forest  cattle  from  endangering  persons  and  causing  damage  to 
property.  Fairlie  and  Fairlie  Park,  Ringwood,  were  made  up  by  the 
County  Council  under  Private  Street  Works  Acts  procedure,  the  Coun¬ 
cil’s  apportionment  being  £4  468.72. 

The  usual  programme  of  tree  planting  on  new  estates  with  replace¬ 
ments  of  dead  trees  on  existing;  estates  was  followed. 

The  Council  agreed  as  a  matter  of  policy  that  in  future  all  newly 
erected  dwellings  in  the  towns  of  Ringwood  and  Fordingbridge  would 
be  heated  to  Parker  Morris  standards  not  by  gas  but  by  electric  warm 
air  systems,  those  in  village  developments  using  solid  fuel;  special  con¬ 
sideration  of  heating  in  elderly  persons’  dwellings  was  deferred  pending 
the  next  rent  survey.

One  hundred  and  sixty-eight  visits  and  inspections  were  made  in 
connection  with  a  total  of  176  dwellings  constructed  or  purchased  with 
assistance  under  these  Acts  since  1941.
